Any boy over 17 who is physical­ 
ly fit may go. 
There is no cost 
to the young cadet. 
His rail­ 
way fare to and from the camp is 
paid by his Uncle Sammie as well 
as the cost of his uniform, “ grub” 
and “ bunk” during the month. 
The training is divided 
into 
three sections: tilt* red, that is the 
beginners; 
the 
white, and 
the 
blue. 
One month is spent on 
each section of the course, it ta k ­ 
ing three summers’ training per­ 
iods to complete it. 
At the end 
of the training if tin* cadet has 
shown himself w’ell he may be 
commissioned as a reserve officer, 
warranted as reserve “ non-com” 
or may merely receive his ticket 
home.
